preme court of tlie United States Jus- 
tice Harlan delivered the opinion of 
the court in the case of the Covington 
and Lexington Turnpike Road Com- 
pany vs. A. P. Sanford and Others. 
The action grew out of the act of the 
Kentucky legislature of 1890 prescrib- 
ing rates of toll, which the turnpike 
company, refused to observe.

Sanfcrd and others brought suit to 


compel acceptance of the terms of the 
act. The case was decided by the Ken- 
tucky court of appeals in favor of the 
law.
